comprising a first laye r of fabric material extending against a second layer of fabric material, the 
three-dimensional cor. ler being configured so that the second layer of fabric material extends 
over an interior portio l of the three-dimensional comer; 

turning the thrne-dimensional comer inside out to form an inverted, three-dimensional 
corner wherein the sec ond layer of fabric material extends over an exteri or portion of the 
J inverted, three-dimensional comer; and 

attaching walls of the tent or canopy to the floor tub,

58. (Previot sly Presented) The method of claim 55, further comprising 
extending a second shert of fabri c material over the interior portion. 

59. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the first and 
second portions of the two layer fabric material are attached by stitching. 

60. (Currenily Amended) The method of claim 55, wherein the first layer cf fabric 
material includes a first notch formed therein and defining first side edges, and wherein the 
second layer of fabric material includes a second notch defining second side edges, end wherein 
the-the first side edges are aligned with the second side edges. 
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61. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the inverted 
three-dimensional corner comprises three sides, and wherein the second layer of fabric material 
extends over an exterior portion of each of the three sides of the inverted three-dimensional 
comer. 

62. (Previo lsly Presented) The method of claim 61, further comprising 
extending a second sh««t of fabric material over the interior portion. 

63. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 62, wherein the second sheet 
of fabric material comprises a sealing tape. 

64. (Previoi isly Presented) The method of claim 63, wherein the siesJing tape 
comprises a waterproo: ' sealing tape. 

65. (Previoi sly Presented) The method of claim 55, further comprising 
forming a tab on an apt x of the inverted three-dimensional comer by pinching the apex of the 
inverted three-dimensional corner together and connecting the pinched apex to form t he tab. 

66. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 65, further comprising 
attaching a loop to the tab. 

67. (Previou i\y Presented) A tent having a floor tub with at least one comer 
formed in accordance with the method of claim 55. 

68. (Previously Presented) The tent of claim 67, wherein each comer of the tub 
floor is formed in accon lance with the method of claim 55. 



69. (Previously Presented) Amethodof constructing a corner for a floor tub of 
a tent or canopy, compri sing: 
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attaching two j-ortions of a two layer fabric material so as to form a three-dimensional 
comer, the two layer fi ibric material having a notch cut therein, the notch defining two inner 
edges along which the two portions are attached, the attachment of the two portion!; forming a 
seam, the two layer fa* lie material comprising a first layer of fabric material extending against a 
second layer of fabric material, the three-dimensional comer being configured so that the second 
layer of fabric material extends over an interior portion of the three-dimensional comer, 

turning the thre^-dimensional corner inside out to form an inverted, three-dimensional 
comer wherein the second layer of fabric material extends over an exterior portion of the three- 
dimensional comer; 

sealing a second sheet of fabric material to an interior of the inverted, three- dimensional 
comer; and 

attaching walls jf the tent or canopy to the floor tub. 

70. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 69, wherein the second sheet 
of fabric material comp rises a sealing tape. 

71. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 70, wherein the sealing tape 
comprises a waterproof sealing tape. 

72. (Previou.. ly Presented) The method of claim 69, wherein the sealing tape is 
welded to the interior. 



73. (Previously Presented) Themethod of claim 69, further comprising 
forming a tab on an ape* of the inverted three-dimensional corner by pinching the apex of the 
inverted three^lJmensioj .al comer together and connecting the pinched apex to form the tab. 

74. (Previous y Presented) The method of claim 73, further comprising 
attaching a loop to the tab. 
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75. (Previt .usly Presented) A tent having a floor tub with at least one corner 
formed in accord ance with the method of claim 69. 

76. (Previc usly Presented) The tent of claim 75, wherein each com er of the tub 
floor is formed in accordance with the method of claim 69. 
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
